State Police

Hit Five Taverns 
In Williamson, 
Alexander Counties 


DU QUOIN, IU. IP— I l l i n o i s state 
police staged a series of raids in 
two southern Illinois counties Sun­ 
day, arresting two women as in­ 
mate's of a brothel and confiscating 
gam bling equipm ent 


A total of 22 policemen 
swept 
down on five tav ern s in Alexander 
and Williamson counties 


They confiscated a total of $422 
in gam bling money, plus -lot m a ­ 
chines and gam ing equipm ent Of 
ficials said charges resulting from 
the raids w ere to be filed today in 
Cairo and Marion.

The increase includes 
today’s 10-cent raise and provides 
for a 7-cent in crease Oct. 15. 1956, I 
and other 7 cents Oet.

W ASHINGTON <n*> — Th.' na­ 
tional income jum ped to a record 
annual rate of 321 billion dollar s 
during April. May and Ju n e, the 
Com m erce D epartm ent reports. 
This was well above the previous 
high of $303,000,000,000 set iii 1953 
and was up nine billion dollar-, 
from the first three m onths of this 
year, the d ep artm en t said. 
In an oth er report, the Securities 
A Kxchange Commission announc- 
cd that tho w orking capital of U 
S. corporations reached a record 
total of $100,600,000,000 on Ju ne 
30— a gain of $2,500,000,000 in the 
April May J u n e period. 
T he C om m erce D epartm ent re 
port, covering wages, rents, in te r­ 
est and profits, showed that all seg­ 
m ents of the economy, except farm ­ 
ing, share din the general p ro sp e r­ 
ity. 
F arm income declined about 50 
million dollars to a mid year an ­ 
nual rate of l l billion dollars. 
U n ­ 
less there is an ab ru p t change d u r­ 
ing the rest of this year, farm in ­ 
come in 1955 will hit its lowest 
point since W orld W a r II 
The d ep artm en t said high prof­ 
its and incom e from all other sourc­ 
es is part of a continuing “ broad 
expansionary tr e n d ” in the natio n’s 
economy. 
The C om m erce D epartm ent said 
income from wages and salaries 
increased $6,400,000,000 in th e sec­ 
ond q u a rte r to a record annual 
rate of $219,500,000,000. 
The p re­ 
vious record was $209,200,000,000 
in 1953. 
Corporate 
profits 
before 
taxes 
climbed $2,100,000,000 to a m id ­ 
year annual rate of 43 billion dol­ 
lars, also a new record.

Geological Survey Field Trip to 
Start from Shawneetown on Oct. 22 


URBANA, 111 — The third and 
last of the fall series of E arth Sci­ 
ence field trips given by the Illi­ 
nois State Geological Survey will 
sta rt from Shaw neetow n Saturday 
morning. 
Oct. 22, according 
to 
G eorge M. Wilson, head of the S ur­ 
v e y ’s Educational Extension Serv­ 
ice, 
The Geological Survey is a 
division of the state D epartm ent 
of R egistration and Education. 
The region around Shawneetown, 
on the Ohio river in Gallatin coun­ 
ty, is at the m argin of the glaciat­ 
ed portion of Illinois, w here much 
bedrock is exposed at the surface. 
“ We will See old sand dunes now 
covered with tim ber, thick loess 
deposits, buried soils, and 
many 
rocks of Pennsylvania and M issis­ 
sippian age, som e of which are 
faulted,” Wilson said. 
“ When earth forces crum pled the 
rocks and broke them . som e of the 
rock stra ta w ere displaced nearly 
4,000 feet and som e of the fault 
zones were m ineralized. 


“ We will also see the old sa'lt 
springs where the Indians and e a r ­ 
ly settlers m ade their salt.” 


The Geological Survey gives six 
E a rth Science field trips each year, 
in different part> of tho -.tate, to 
acquaint teach ers and others with 
the local geology. The trips alw ays 
a ttra ct som e of the nearby fa r m ­ 
ers who a re interested in learning 
m ore about their soils and how 
the land scape cam e to be the way 
it is.
